although representing but so small a por- 
tion ot the French people, were always al- 
most omnipotent in the republican legisla- 
tures ot France. Wen the majority dii- 
fered with some of them on main questions, 
there was always a ferocious mob of Pa- 
risians near at hand to intimidate the 
country delegates into submission, and the 
idols of this mob, the radical and socialistic 
demagogues of Paris, ruled France, if not 
in name at least in fact. 

Can we be surprised, then, if a republic 
and self-government seemed but a bitter 
mockery to the peasant and the provincial 
inhabitant of France? The peasant rarely 
looks Beyond the border line -o his pwn 
department, and the republican govern- 
ments of France always treated the pro- 

vincial districts in a most step-motherly 
manner, as the delegates from Paris, who 
were all-powerful in the assembhes, always 
took care to look first after the interests of 
their own constituents. 

“The imperial government, on the con- 
trary, acted on a widely different plan. It 
knew that the Parisians were bitterly op- 
posed to its regime, which rested entirely 
on the support of the country. It was, 
therefore, most anxious to retain the sym- 
patbies ot this part of the French people, 
and tried to conciliate it in all sorts of 
ways. The country roads were all im- 
proved, and legislation was evidently in 
favor ot the rura) districts, whose delegates 
had an enormous majority in the Corps 
Legislatit, while the larger cities were rep. 
resented by an insignificant and powerless 
opposition minority, whose efforts, how- 
ever noble they were, still remained fruit- 
less. Thus the country was evidently in 
tue advantage, and a man’s interest will 
generally outweigh any attachment to lib- 
erty and equality that he may entertain.

Imperor as a sacred duty, from every pul- 
pit, thundering against Democrats and 
Republicans 4s imps of hell and creatures 
of Satan, threatening all who listened to 
them with the torments of everlastirg 
damnation. The influence this had on aa 
gnorant but very pious peasantry can not 
be overrated, and we do not wonder if they 
looked with unmitigated horror upon the 
French Liberals who, by the little regard 
they entertained for the faith and pre u- 
dices of their Catholic countrymen, iu a 
certain manner provoked their distrust. 
This course of the Liberals did them great 
injury, particularly when it was manifest- 
ed m so practical a manner as by the ap- 
pointment of a man like GARIBALDI to 
We command in the Eastern provinces of 
France, a part of the country, perhaps, 


This utter disregard of the feelings of the 
inhabitants, who were daily shocked by 
the maltreatment and the insults offered to 
their priests and monks still further alien- 
ated the population from the Republican 
government at Paris, and a vote taken 
some time ago would have turnisi.ed but a 
small minority for ts support. 

But the convention which is to form a 
new government for France will not sit at 
Paris, but at Bordeaux,avd is not more 
likely to be influenced by the popular will 
of the provinces rather than by the surg- 
ing crowds of the great metropolis. And 
then the interests of the people of Bor- 
deaux are those of the provincial districts, 
and the delegates from the country will be 
enabled to frame a Republican govern- 
ment, which, while it establishes self- 
government, also gives the rural districts 
the certainty that they shall have a voice 
in the management of public affaurs in pro- 
portion to the number of votes they cast. 
Precautions will be taken to prevent dem- 
agogues like Rochkxronr or others of the 
same stripe, who attempt to force their 
own willon the people by means o! the 
howling mob at their heels, trom obtaining 
an ascendancy in the new chambers that 
will legislate tor the country. 

If the, country districts see that they 
will be equitably represented, we have 
hope that their opposition to a Republic 
will disappear, particularly as the war has, 
of late, been carried into their own homes, 
and their affection for the Empire has been 
considerably weakened by the sufterings 
they had to endure. The Orleanists and 
Bourbonists are also raising their heads in 
the provinces, and dividing the strength of 
the monarchists. If the provincials see 
that their interests are taken care of by a 
Republican government as well as by a 
monarchy, they may prefer the former, and 
the chances ot a Republic depend, in con- 
sequence, entirely on the ability of the 
assembly to demonstrate this to their sat- 
istaction. 


More Plain Words. 


We have a few more plain words to lay 
before the intelligence of the Democratic 
people. We ask that they be considered 
jn that cool and candid spirit which should 
mark the mtercourse of persons who hold 
an equal place in an association the pro- 
ſessed object ot which is the good of all the 
people.

Isit treason to improve the oc- 
casion by self-investigation and mutual 
questioning, meant to bring about a better 
condition of things and a more cordial un- 
derstanding? 

Are we not, as Democrats responsible

Does not our influence as a party, and 
will not our ultimate tenure of power, de-
